CANADA NEXT? 

Premier Bennett has cancelled his trip 
to southern France and will sail for home 
next week. The inference is that his 
health has improved. His countrymen will 
sincerely hope that such is the case, and 
that the warning he has received will in- 
duce him to stop trying to do the work of 
the whole cabinet and let his colleagues 
carry a share of the load. 

What reasons other than ill-health 
took him to England at this season have 
not been explained. One guess being as 
good as another, the surmise may be al- 
lowable that there have been conversa- 
tions in London relevant to the subject of 
Canada going off the gold standard or 
adopting silver as a companion money 
metal to gold. Britain just now 18 cer- 
tainly a poor country in which to look for 
reasons for staying on the gold basis. 


AN UNTIMELY PEMONSTRATION 


Mr. Gandhi’s peace-loving friends in 
India have established a reign or terror 
there that threatens anything from a 
breakdown of the round table conference 
to an outbreak of wholesale murder and 
anarchy. The “saint” will of course re- 
pudiate responsibility for this state of af- 
fairs, but repudiation is not absolution, 
and however much he may disapprove of 
violence he is the man who more than any 
other has caused the situation. 

British statesmanship is not yet bank- 
rupt, and it is premature to suppose the 
conference will dissolve without result or 
that another Indian “mutiny” is on the 
program. But meantime Gandhi could 
help to allay the danger of bloodshed in 
India, ease the tension in London, and ad- 
vance the cause he claims to have at 
heart, if he would cable his friends to stop 
demonstrating their unfitness to govern 
themselves or anybody else. 


BRIDGE OR FILL? 

The city council did well to lay over 
for a couple of weeks the question of 
whether the bridge on 82nd street is to be 
replaced by another or whether the short 
block from that point to the C. N. R. 
grade should be filled and converted into 
a level park or playground. This delay 
will give to the residents of the district a 
chance to discuss the matter and perhaps 
reach something approaching general 
agreement, and they are entitled to be 
heard on the subject with every considera- 
tion. 

Aside altogether from the relative 
merits of a bridge and a fill, the house- 
holders in the vicinity bought their proper- 
ty under the conditions which now exist, 
and perhaps because of the presence of the 
ravine. If they prefer that this be retained, 
and improved as part of the ravine park, 
they have a plain right to be heard, de- 
spite the fact that from the general stand- 
point of the city it would for several rea; 
sons be preferable to fill the declivity 
with earth and convert it into a surface 
park or playground, 


RELIEF BODIES LINKED UP 

It is good news that the Citizens’ Un- 
employment Aid Committee and the Na- 
tional Emergency Appeal Committee have 
got together in an arrangement that will 
avoid any appearance of rivalry in the col- 
lection of relief funds and any possibility 
of overlapping in the distribution of sup- 
plies. 

The Citizens’ Committee is to be made 
the agent of the National Committee in 
distributing clothing and household sup- 
plies, except to returned men and their fa- 
milies, who will be looked after by the Red 
Cross organization. Edmonton's quota of 
funds collected by the National Commit- 
tee is to be placed with the Red Cross for 
the purchase of supplies required by the 
Citizens’ Committee. 

This arrangement links up the organ- 
izations in a way that will for practical 

urposes make them one, alike in the col- 
ection of relief money and in the disposi- 
tion that is made of the funds. It dispels 
the confusion that has existed as to who 
was to be really responsible for relief 
work in the city, and that has already re- 
sulted in a considerable slackening of re- 
lief effort. 

Contributors will now know that the 
appeal of the National Committee is the 
only one that is to be made, and will be 
encouraged to make their donations cor- 
respondingly generous; while those in 
need of relief will know definitely where 
to look for help. And while the appeal will 


be part of a national campaign to raise

funds available for use wherever needed, 
the distribution of relief in Edmonton will 
be in charge of men and women who ar 
acquainted with conditions in the city. 


NO CONFERENCE BEFORE SPRING 


The parliamentary defeat of the fed- 
eral Government of Australia and the 
necessity of a general election there post- 
pones the holding of the Imperial economic 
conference at least until spring, and 
strengthens the probability that it will 
not meet until July, as suggested by Pre- 
mier MacDonald. 

In the circumstances this may not be 
a misfortune, since the present Australian 
Government does nol seem to know ex- 
actly what it wants or expects the confer- 
ence to do. One day recently that Goy- 
ernment notified the Government of Great 
Britain that it need expect no further tar- 
iff concessions from Australia, and the 
next day urged Premier MacDonald to 
hurry up and call the conference before 
Australia made trade treaties with foreign 
countries. 

This necessarily left readers in other 
parts of the Empire wondering what 
Australia had in mind, since it wanted the 
conference called at once, but was in no 
mood to make trade concessions, The issue 
will probably be threshed out during the 
elections, and the new Government may 
come to the conference with a clear under- 
standing of what Australia is prepared to 
do in the way of trading concession for 
concession.

REV, HALL HAD SOME RECORD 


Now Languishes In Cell

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Noy. 27.--"Rev. Dr.” Alfred Ernest George Hall, 
erstwhile self-appointed chaplain of the Cuyahoga county jail, languished 
within barred cell Wednesday night on order of federal immigration 
authorities 

Attention was directed at Hall today when common pleas judge George 
P. Baer ordered the “chaplain” barred permanently from his court-room 
after Hall insisted upon appearing in behalf of a considerable number of 
accused, and ordered his record probed 

Last night, Hall, according to county and fcderal authorities admitted 
a long crim-nal record and the fact he twice had been deported from the 
United States. 

Hall's record showed the “doctor” had been arrested three times in 
Vancouver, B.C., on various charges, arrested in Chicago and deported, and 
again arrcsted in Ch'cago and charged as an undesirab’e alien, Three times 
he came to court in Toronto, Altogether ho served four sentences. 

From Noy. 1 to 6, Hall, billed as a “world famous evangel st,” conducted 
an evangelistic Campa'gn in Akron but ran into trouble when a cheque for 
payment of the Armory Hall came back marked “insuffliclent funds.” 

Coming to Cleveland, he introduced himvelf as a “fellow clergyman” 
to a prom nent Cleveland pastor who introduced him to Sheriff John C.
